JULIUS DENISON, 89 YEARS OF AGE, DIES 


WATERLOO RESIDENT, A MERCHANT IN THAT TOWN FOR 50 
YEARS PASSES AWAY IN AUBURN 


Julius Denison, a well known resident of Waterloo and retired merchant who had been in business in that 
town for fifty years, died Tuesday night at 9:55 o'clock at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. Pres Wilcox of 216 North Division Street, Auburn. 
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Mr. Denison was 89 years of age on October 21st last. Although bedfast 
since two years ago last December, his condition did not become serious 
until three weeks ago Saturday night. From that time he failed rapidly because of a weakened heart. 


Born at Portsmouth, Ohio, the deceased rnoved with his parents to Wood 
County, Ohio, when he was 7 years old and at the age of 21 came with 
them to DeKalb county where they settled on a farm near Waterloo. Mr. 
Denison shortly afterwards entered the confectionery business and he 
conducted a store until ten years ago when he retired. 


Mr. Denison was prominently identified with the civic interests of 
Waterloo. He served on the town, school and public library boards at 
different times and was a member of the volunteer fire 

department. He repeatedly filled the office of assessor of Grant 
township. 


On the 9th day of February, 1875, Mr. Denison was united in marriage 
with Amanda Stroh, a member of the prominent Grant township family. 
Seven years ago they celebrated their golden wedding anniversary. Mrs. 
Denison died two years ago on August 22nd. 


They had two children, Mrs. Wilcox of this city, now recovering from a 

serious operation and Wilson Denison of Elkhart. The latter was 

formerly deputy in the office of the clerk of the circuit court and for a number of years was connected 
with the Auburn Automobile Co. in the purchasing department. 


Surviving besides the son and daughter is the only brother left of a 

family of eight children, Levi L. Denison of Los Angeles, Calif., and a 

sister Mrs. Orpha Mayor of near Wauseon, Ohio, seriously ill. There are two grandchildren and two 
great grandchildren.

One of the Best known men in DeKalb County succumbs to 
stroke of apoplexy at Auburn 


FUNERAL HELD YESTERDAY 


Career of the Deputy County Clerk though eighty years 
of age had been active -- brother lives here 


George O. Denison, one of the best known men in DeKalb 
County, died at his home in Auburn early Sunday 
morning, after an illness of but a few days. He was 
stricken on Friday last with what was thought be have 
been a slight stroke of apoplexy. At first it was 

thought that he would rally from his illness, and he 
seemed to be improving,but a turn for the worse came 
and death followed. 


The funeral was held from the Auburn M. E. church, 
yesterday forenoon and the internment took place in 

the Woodlawn cemetery at Auburn. Rev. C. M. Eberly of 
Waterloo, officiating. 


Mr. Denison was acting as deputy county clerk for J. 
H. Knauer, and had been in apparent good health all 
winter. He had been in the clerk's office during the 
week until he was stricken ill. Mr. Denison was an 
old man in years, but he always appeared young in 
spirit. 


George O. Denison, a native of Richland County, Ohio, 
was born Aug, 17, 1845. He was a son of George E. and 
Salone E. (Fenner) Denison, of the ninth generation of 
the family in this country, the emigrant ancestor 

having come from England early in the colonial period. 


He was reared on his father’s farm until seven years 

of age, when the family moved to Wood County, Ohio, 
where they resided for eighteen years. George O. and 
his brother Felix, were left on the farm south of 

Toledo, while the 

parents came to DeKalb County, where he owned a farm 
southeast of Waterloo, expecting to sell the farm in 

his county, However, the farm and the country was so 
inviting that he afterward moved to DeKalb County and 
his sons came here and located with the parents. Here 
Mr. Denison engaged in farming and in 1880 went into 
the ice business with his brother Levi, constructing 

an artificial lake on the farm from which ice was 
supplied for many year to Waterloo, Auburn and 
Garrett. In 1898 Levi and George O. continued the ice 
trade in Waterloo. In 1890 he was elected 

township trustee of Grant township, and in 1898 he was 
elected county clerk. He began his duties as clerk in 
October, 1900 when he moved to Auburn, and retired 


from the office Jan. 1. 1905. He then became deputy 
clerk and served until later he was elected mayor of 
Auburn, which office he hold four years, and again 
entered the clerk's office. After DeKalb county 
temporary court house burned in March, 1913, Mr. 
Denison was one who was employed to restore the 
records of the county lost in the fire. Since that 

time he has worked many months and has accomplished 
with the aid of W. A. Austin, the restoration of 
practically all of the 

old records. 


He was married to Joanna Bowman, daughter of Joseph 
Bowman, living near Auburn, in 1873. To this union 
four children were born, Nettie, wife of Willis J. 

Eberly of Waterloo, Daisy, wife of Postmaster C. H. 

Fee, of Waterloo, Vay, wife of Verne Grosscop, of 
Auburn, and George Bradford Denison, of Waterloo.

The 157th Regiment Indiana Volunteer Infantry was formed of the 3d Regiment of Indiana National Guard, 
and was composed of companies from Knox, Fort Wayne (two), Goshen, North Manchester, Elkhart, South 
Bend, Angola, Waterloo, Auburn, Ligonier, and Plymouth. The regiment arrived at Camp Mount April 26, 
1898, under orders from the Governor, for the purpose of being mustered into the service of the United 
States. The work of preparing for muster was necessarily slow, as all officers and men had to pass a 
physical examination, and be accepted by the surgeons, before they would be accepted by the United 
States officers.
